Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative and Examiner Stouffer discussed the term 
"fluid carrier" as it is written in the claims and the instant specification pages 4-5. It was discussed that Lyons et al. 
appears to only includes carrier gas as a fluid carrier and that the instant specification provides support for a liquid fluid 
carrier, at least in the example, so that if the claims were amended to include a liquid as a fluid carrier or similar 
language, this may teach over Lyons et al., pending approval from the Examiner's Supervisor or other Primary 
Examiner.
